Spitzbergen One of Few Polar 
Lands Helping World 
Keep Warm. 


Spitzbergen, 
where 
favorable 
J weather during the last summer per­ 
mitted the making of important sur­ 
veys never before possible, has a 
I unique interest because it is one of 
I the few 
Arctic or 
Antarctic lands 
j that are being made to yield up min­ 
erals to the temperate zones, accord- 
! ing to a bulletin from the Washing- 
j ton 
headquarters of the National 
i Geographic Society. 
“The northern part of Alaska to 
- which a few government officials push 
( each summer may seem all too close 
! to the 
north 
pole for the average I 
I dweller of tho warmer regions of the 
tarth to live in unless he is pursuing 
scientific 
investigations,” says 
the 
I bulletin. 
“ In Spitzbdrgen, however, j 
w hich is OOO miles closer to the top of | 
! the world, several hundred ordinary 
I men of Eurupo and America are mak 
I mg their homes the year round while ' 
they strip coal from beneath the ice- ( 
covered mountains. 
It is excellent1 
coal, too, and there is every reason to 
believe that the mining operations ' 
will grow' steadily. 
“The discovery early in the twen­ 
tieth 
century 
that 
Spitzbergen's 
coal underlies large areas brought it 
suddenly back to the world’s atten­ 
tion and made sovereignty over it 
! well worth claiming after it had been 
abandoned for generations as a sort 


i of ro-man’s land. Barents, a Dutch­ 
man, discovered Spitzbergen in 1596,i 
according to the usual records; but 
! the Norwegians claim that their sea-I 
men visited 
the 
islands at earlier! 
dates. 
Henry Hudson, searching for 
a northern passage to the orient in 
1607, learned of the vast number of} 
whales near the islands and as a re­ 
sult Spitzbergen’s waters became for 
a time the world’s greatest whale 
fishery. 
"The Dutch are foremost ip this de- j 
vehement. By the time of America’s t 
revolutionary’ war whalers from th e1 
Netherlands had taken about $100,-1 
000,000 worth of whale products from 
the region. Catches became so great 
in the early years of the exploitation 
that the ships were embarrassed to 
haul the blubber home. 
“ A thriving ‘summer town’, Smeer- 
enberg, was established and flourished * 
for a score of years. 
If was an 
anomalous community, a Dutch town 
in the frozen Arctic, with its shops, 
drinking places and bakeries, in addi­ 
tion to tfee oil refineries, ooopewage 
establishments 
and 
smithies of the j 
whaling industry. 
When the whal­ 
ers had to go farther afield for their 
catches, Smcercnberg dwindled away.) 
About the only reminder of this one­ 
time thriving 
Dutch 
community is 
the cemetery of a thousand or more 
graves in the cheeriest, frozen north.”
